For the public’s convenience, the 
Health Center is now able to bill 
Humana and CHA insurance as well as 
Visa and MasterCard credit and debit 
cards for co-payments and fee services 
received at the center. Flu vaccinations 
are still $20 each for fiscal 2006-2007.

conducted Operation Steel Curtain in A1 
Anbar on the Syrian border and also 
served in Rawah, AlQuim, Hadetha, 
Ramadi, Mosul, and Baghdad. 

“The letters and phone calls from him 
often brought bad news. To hear the 
things they do and go through, it’s hard 
to tell them be be brave when you know 
that you couldn’t do it yourself. I’m 
thankful that he just made it home after 
hearing about the many friends he lost.

Easterling elected jailer;

With 5,375 of the county’s 8,981 reg- 
istered voters (59.8%) going to the polls 
on Tuesday, Judge Executive Tim 
Conley carried ten of the county’s 12 
precincts to win reelection.

it was learned at press time 
Wednesday that the precinct tabula- 
tion printed on page 4 of this edition 
is incorrect. County Clerk Randy 
Williams said discrepancies were dis- 
covered in the vote count in Dingus, 
Crockett, and Ezel precincts are un- 
likely to affect the final outcome of the 
election. The problem, he said, appar- 
ently stems from errors that occurred 
while the voting machines were being 
locked after the polls had closed. He 
said the company that manufacturers 
the county’s voting machines was ex- 
pected to be here Wednesday, after 
which the county election board will 
recount the votes tabulated by the 
machines in the three precincts. 
Willliams said, there apparently was 
a 200- to 300-vote discrepancy in the 
figures that were reported in the 
Dingus precinct. The problems with 
the voting machines were similar to 
those experienced Tuesday in Powell, 
Wolfe, Menifee, and Elliott counties. 



Conley, who won the seat by a 93- 
vote margin four years ago (2,139 to 
2,046) over Democrat Bill Frank Lacy, 
polled 62.4% of the votes cast in the race 




Judge Executive Tim Conley 

Tuesday to win by a 1,328-vote margin. 
Conley received 3,352 votes; Gevedon 
got 2,023. 

In other races, Democrat Jimmy 
Darrell Easterling polled 71.2 percent of 
the vote to defeat Republican Rick 
Barker for jailer. Easterling got 3,477 
votes. Barker got 1,408. 

Judicial Races 

In the hotly-contested judicial races 
for judgeships in the 37th Judicial Dis- 
trict, Rebecca K. Phillips won the vote 
in Morgan for circuit judge, and Kim 
Ison Gevedon carried her home county 
for district judge. 

In the race for circuit circuit, Phillips 
won here by a vote of 2,622 to 2,011 
over Michael B. Fox. 

Gevedon carried Morgan, her home

From what I understand, they 
were attacked by the enemy many 
times in many ways, be it mor- 
tars, roadside bombs, small arms, 
or anything they could think of 
that would bring harm to our 
guys. The things they go through 
and the things they do, we really 
can’t imagine just how bad it is 
and how hard it is on another per- 
son, until it happens to you. 

“The last time I talked to him 
he sounded different than normal; 
all he talked about was home, his 
friends and family. I just never 
heard him talk like that — some- 
thing was different about him. I 
was shocked the next time I heard 
from him; he was in an explosion 
and evacuated to Germany. I 
thought the worst and a few days 
later he called himself and told me 
that he was OK. After ten days in 
Germany he was sent to Alaska 
to continue his recovery. 

“I know that he will never be 
the same after 15 months of fight- 
ing for his life and the lives of all 
Americans, as do all the soldiers 
deployed to that place, but I can 
deal with that. I’m just glad that 
he’s home. He still talks about his 
friends back home in West Lib- 
erty. I just want to thank you all 
for your prayers and support. I 
know that he would be glad to 
hear from you all, and it might 
even help him deal with being 
back home. 

“He’s doing somewhat better, 
but he’s still having a hard time 
adjusting. He and his doctors tell 
me that he is going to be OK. 

“Once again, to all who have 
prayed and supported him, thank 
you.

Sgt. Peyton is a son of Anna 
Marie Elam Peyton of Grassy 
Creek and the late James Leon 
Peyton. His wife, is the former 
Lillie Marie Hager of Ezel, 
daughter of Top and Rachel Hager 
of Ezel. He joined the Army in 
2003 and went trough basic train- 
ing at Ft. Benning, Ga., after 
which he was assigned to Bravo 
Company, 2nd Battalion, 1st In- 
fantry Regiment at Ft.

He was deployed 
to Iraq with his unit in July 2005 
and was wounded Dec. 28, 2005, 
and again during his six-month 
extension of duty on Sept. 1, 
2006, in Baghdad.

ASAP board hears anti-smoking 
presentation; eyes smoking ban

The Morgan County KY- 
ASAP (Agency for Substance 
Abuse Policy) board at its Nov. 1 
meeting heard an anti- smoking 
presentation from Alert Regional 
Prevention Center Director 
Veronica Nunley, of Ashland, and 
announced preliminary plans to 
initiate a smoking ban in Morgan 
County. 

Nunley, who helped instate the 
recent smoking ban in Ashland, 
said smoking is an urgent public 
health issue. 

“Nicotine is a real drug,” 
Nunley said. “Cigarettes cause 
approximately 430,000 American 
deaths annually - more than al- 
cohol, car accidents, suicide, 
AIDS or homicide. In addition, 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) classifies second- 
hand smoke as a Group A carcino- 
gen, a substance known to cause 
cancer in humans. There is no 
safe level of exposure.” 

Nunley then responded to the 
common smoking ban issue of 
smokers’ rights. 

“There is no constitutional 
right to smoke, period,” Nunley 
said. “Any perceived right to 
smoke is superceded by non- 
smokers’ right to breathe, and can 



be restricted just as first amend- 
ment rights can be. For instance, 
one cannot yell ‘Fire!’ in a 
crowded theater, despite freedom 
of speech.” 

Nunley also said a ban’s im- 
pact on tobacco farmers would be 
minimal. 

“Smoke-free air is not about 
tobacco farmers,” Nunley said. 
“Since most tobacco grown in 
Kentucky is exported, the nega- 
tive impact of a smoking ban on 
the hurley market would be less 
than 2 percent - and that is if ev- 
ery person in the state quit smok- 
ing tomorrow.” 

Local ASAP Coordinator 
Sherry Terry said the board plans 
to hold community forums to pro- 
mote anti-smoking awareness. 

“We are in the beginning 
stages of initiating a smoking ban 
in Morgan County,” Terry said. 
“We want to educate the commu- 
nity on the dangers of smoking 
and secondhand smoke. We will 
also conduct surveys and study 
scientific clean air research. Spe- 
cific guidelines will be adopted 
later if the ordinance passes.” 

Terry said she is optimistic 
despite the likely long process 
and possible opposition. 

“I would really like to see this 



in our community,” Terry said. “I 
know a ban will not happen over- 
night; the process could take two 
to three years. Everyone deserves 
the right to a smoke-free public 
environment.” 

In other business, Superinten- 
dent of Schools Joe Dan Gold 
gave an update on the board of 
education’s drug testing policy. 

“We had our first drug testing 
of teachers recently,” Gold said. 
“The tests were random selection, 
and we will be notified if any sus- 
picious substances show up in the 
samples. This is our second year 
for student testing, and our pre- 
employment testing policy will 
be effective sometime this month. 
This will provide a basis for hir- 
ing.” 

The Morgan County 4-H Teen 
Club also shared pictures and 
posters from the State 4-H Teen 
Leadership Conference at the 
University of Kentucky, for 
which the board awarded a 
$1,120 grant. 

4-H members attending the 
anti-drug seminar were Morgan 
County High School students 
Johnny Skaggs, Megan Preston, 
Dena Wright and Amanda 
Hinton, along with sponsors Kim 
Cox and Rhonda Fannin.

November is American 
Diabetes Month 



FRANKFORT, KY., Nov. 9™ 
Throughout November— recog- 
nized nationally as American 
Diabetes Month and Diabetic 
Eye Disease Month— the Depart- 
ment for Public Health (DPH) is 
reminding Kentuckians living 
with diabetes of the importance 
of dialated eye exams. 

DPH is joining the American 
Diabetes Association and Prevent 
Blindness America to raise 
awareness of this important is- 
sue. Health officials and educa- 
tors are using this time to teach 
Kentucians about diabetes, par- 
ticularly the impact the disease 
can have on eyesight and how 
people living with the disease can 
live healthier lives. 

“Diabetic retinopathy is the 
most common form of diabetic 
eye disease and the leading cause 
of blindness in adults,” said Wil- 
liam Hacker, M.D., acting 
undersecretary for health and 
public health commissioner at the 
Cabinet for Health and Family 
Services (CHFS). “Finding and 
treating retinopathy early, before 
it results in a loss of vision or 
blindness is our best treatment 
option. That’s why we recom- 
mend that people living with dia- 
betes get annual dialated eye ex- 
ams.” 

Kentuckians of all ages and 
backgrounds live with diabetes. 
An estimated 376,000 Kentuck- 
ians have diabetes, with more 
than 109,000 of these individu- 



als being undiagnosed. The com- 
monwealth ranks seventh (tied 
with two other states) in the na- 
tion for the highest percentage of 
the adult population diagnosed 
with diabetes, according to DPH 
data. 

For Kentuckians living with 
diabetes, appropriate medical 
care and self management are 
crucial to maintaining a healthy 
life despite the disease. 

Trend data shows more people 
have been getting necessary di- 
lated eye exams over the years, 
with an adjusted rate of 55.6 in 
1995 compared to 65.5 in 2004. 

“With over one-third of Ken- 
tuckians with diabetes not getting 
the recommended dilated eye 
exam, there is much room for 
improvement,” said Janice Haile, 
of the Kentucky Diabetes Pre- 
vention and Control Program. “It 
is very important for Kentucky 
practitioners and diabetes educa- 
tors to take steps to ensure that 
people with diabetes understand 
the importance of getting this 
critical exam.” 

The Kentucky Diabetes Net- 
work (KDN) Health Plan Part- 
ners recently developed a diabe- 
tes and eye disease brochure that 
includes a form to assist the 
medical provider in obtaining 
reports of dilated eye exams from 
the eye doctor.

The program ensures that 
more children receive effective 
reading instruction in the early 
grades.

MEDICARE BENEFICIARY 
DRUG PLAN 

Each month about 200,000 
Americans reach their 65th birth- 
day and become newly eligible for 
Medicare benefits. If you or some- 
one you know is, or soon will be, 
among these newly entitled Medi- 
care beneficiaries, you will need 
to consider your Medicare Part D 
prescription drug program op- 
tions. 

Among the important consid- 
erations for newly entitled Medi- 
care beneficiaries is whether or 
not they might qualify for extra 
help with some or all of the Part 
D premiums, deductibles and co- 
payments. The extra help could be 
worth an average of $3,700 per 
year. 

As a general guideline, your 
annual income (including pen- 
sions and gross Social Security 
benefit) should be below $14,700 
for an individual, and $19,800 for 
a married couple living together. 
Income may be higher if you or 
your spouse have earnings from 
work or support other family 
members who live with you. In 
addition, resources must be worth 
less than $10,000 for an indi- 
vidual, and $20,000 for a married 
couple living together. Resources 
include bank accounts, stocks and 



bonds, but not your house and car. 
Limits may be slightly higher (an 
additional $1,500 per person) if 
you plan to use some resources 
for burial expenses. 

To receive the extra help you 
must apply. After you apply, So- 
cial Security will review your ap- 
plication and let you know if you 
qualify for extra help. If you 
qualify, you will need to enroll in 
a Medicare-approved prescription 
drug plan to get help with your 
prescription costs.

Tips for saving money on 
propane heating billls 



As energy prices continue to 
rise, millions of homeowners still 
choose propane because it is the 
same clean, safe and reliable en- 
ergy source it has always been. 
And the Kentucky Propane Edu- 
cation and Research Council is 
here to help you understand the 
energy industry while providing 
ways to conserve resources and 
save you money. 

In recent years, virtually ev- 
ery fuel source has experienced an 
increase in price. Three main fac- 
tors contribute to higher propane 
prices: 

• Higher crude oil and natural 
gas prices. Because propane is 
produced from both crude oil and 
natural gas, its price generally fol- 
lows those energy sources. As you 
know, crude oil prices are consid- 
erably higher today than last year. 

• Seasonal weather conditions. 
Colder temperatures during win- 
ter months increase demand for 
propane, particularly for home 
heating, which reduces supplies 
and leads to higher prices. 

• International influences. The 
global propane mark is constantly 
changing. New customers all over 
the world are turning to propane 
as a home energy source. As a re- 
sult, there is increased competi- 
tion for propane, which means 
higher prices. 

Here are some simple steps 
you can take to lower your energy 
bill year-round: 

• Inspect and tune up your resi- 
dential heating system regularly. 
A heating system that runs well is 
more efficient and will save you 
money. 

• Change your furnace filter 
monthly. Clean filters will in- 
crease efficiency. If on a monthly 
payment plan, use receipt of your 
monthly propane bill as a re- 
minder. 

• Invest in a programmable 
thermostat timer that lowers your 
home’s temperature when you are 
not at home. You can cut annual 
heating bills by as much as 10 per- 
cent per year by turning your ther- 
mostat back 10-15 percent for 
eight hours per day. 

• Protect against drafts by 
caulking and weather- stripping 
around windows, doors and other 
openings such as ducts, fans and 
vents. 

• Close vents and doors in un- 
used rooms. Make sure your base- 



ment and attic are properly insu- 
lated. 

• Install flow-restricting 
showerheads. You can reduce hot 
water usage by up to 50 percent 
without affecting water pressure. 

• Turn your water heater from 
the standard 120° to 115°. You will 
not be able to tell the difference 
and you could save more than 10 
percent on your water heating bill. 

• Run washing machines, 
clothes dryers and dishwashers 
with a full load. 

Create Your Energy Plan 

• If you are not on a regular de- 
livery schedule, you should con- 
sider filling your propane tank be- 
fore the start of the heating sea- 
son - do not wait until it is empty. 

• Discuss payment plan options 
with your propane retailer. Some 
retailers will help you spread your 
projected annual cost of propane 
over many months, spreading out 
the cost of seasonally higher bills. 

• The federal government is of- 
fering a tax credit of up to $500 
for qualifying energy- saving im- 
provements made during the 2006 
and 2007 calendar years. The 
credits are available for certain 
home improvements including 
high-efficiency heating and cool- 
ing equipment such as propane 
water heaters and furnaces. For 
more information visit 
energytaxincentives.org.

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The Dictionary of American Food and Drink provides information 
on the history of such culinary standards as popcorn - known to 
Native Americans of both continents. 



POPCORN. An American 
original, popcorn was known to 
the native peoples of both North 
and South America, possibly hav- 
ing been cultivated 80,000 years 
or more ago. 

At the first Thanksgiving in 
1621, Chief Massasoits brother, 
Quadequina, brought popcorn, 
which colonist originally called 
“popped corn.” Indeed, as the 
Oxford English Dictionary de- 
fines it, popcorn is “maize or In- 
dian corn parched till it bursts 
open and exposes the white in- 
ner part of the grain.” 

By 1820, it was commonly 
called “popcorn,” and by the late 
1870s it was being mixed with 
molasses and shaped into “pop- 
corn balls.” In 1893 at the 
Columbian National Exposition 
in Chicago, molasses-coated pop- 
corn was mixed with peanuts to 
create a snack that in 1896 took 
the name “Cracker Jack” (a slang 
term for something considered 
excellent); a little “prize” was 
added to each box of Cracker 
Jack in 1912. 

Other milestones in popcorn’s 
popularity included the develop- 
ment of a shelled variety whose 
marketer guaranteed its kernels to 
pop each and every time. In 1885, 
a Chicago company began to 
make popcorn machines which 
became mainstays in movie the- 
aters and were often fixtures on 
street corns. Popcorn hybridiza- 
tion - to improve popping con- 
sistency and taste - was pio- 
neered at Purdue University in 
the 1920s, and by 1941 Orville 
Redenbacher developed several 
special varieties. 

From popping in stove pots to 
electric poppers and microwave 
ovens, popcorn continues to be 
popular with Americans, who 
consume some 16.5 billions 
quarts yearly (i.e., 65 quarts per 
individual in 1991. 

In early Morgan County, 
homegrown popcorn was com- 



mon, as was parched corn. In 
writing about Crockett-area farm- 
ers waiting at the local gristmill 
for their turn to have their corn 
ground to meal, Revrey Cassity 
recalled that they often “shared a 
crunchy snack of corn was 
parched upon the flat surface of 
the mill-broiler.” 

Revrey also recalled how, 
when she taught primary school, 
a former neighbor, Lucy Fannin, 
once showed up at her classroom 
with a large paper bag (a 25- 
pound meal sack) containing 
popcorn for the children. 

“This was a cherished 



memory,” Revrey wrote, observ- 
ing, “the bag was much too large 
for its contents, but the gift was 
from the heart.” The woman had 
walked approximately two miles 
to deliver the treat.

Rural Energy Zones 
to develop fuel alter- 
natives eyed in Wise. 

“State Rep. Scott Suder and 
Sen. Dave Zien say they are 
teaming up to sponsor legislation 
next year which will promote the 
production and use of alternative 
energy sources throughout rural 
Wisconsin. The two northern 
Wisconsin Republicans say their 
bill will create three ‘Rural 
Energy Zones’ which will use tax 
credits to promote research, 
development, production and use 
of alternative energy fuels, such 
as bio-diesel, ethanol, solar, wind 
and hybrid fuels,” reports 
Wisconsin A g Connection. 

The Suder-Zien Rural Energy 
Production Act will pay $5 
Million in tax credits for each 
zone and other businesses 
involved in developing 
alternative fuels will receive 
individual credits. “Suder and 
Zien say their legislation will 
encourage public-private 
partnerships and will include tax 
credits for small businesses 
including LLC’s, cooperatives, 
municipalities, or groups of 
individuals such as farmers who 
work together to create 
alternative fuels,” WAC reports.

Tech Center now a help 
center for Medicare Part D 



University of Kentucky staff 
members located at the Regional 
Technology Center in Morgan 
County recently received training 
through the resources available 
from the State Health Insurance 
Program and the Morehead State 
University Retired and Senior 
Volunteer Training Program to 
assist area Medicare recipients 
with their decisions related to the 
2007 Medicare Part D

How to prepare your home 
as winter months approach 



Winter months are fast 
approaching. Home maintenance 
and repairs should be done year 
round as needed, but there are 
some things should inspect in 
early fall to insure that our home 
is ready for winter. 

When inspecting around the 
home there are several areas that 
we should check. These include 
the foundation, basement, yard, 
roof, exterior walls, windows, 
doors, interior surfaces, electrical 
systems, heating and cooling 
systems, plumbing and safety 
issues. 

As we inspect the following: 

Foundation - look for signs of 
water damage and cracks. Check 
to make sure that water is 
draining away from the 
foundation. If the house has an 
underground drainage system, be 
sure that it is working effectively. 

Basement - inspect the area 
for any cracks in the walls or 
floor. Repair any cracks or 
openings to make it water-tight 
and prevent water damage. Also 
inspect for small openings and 
cracks in joints or seams in the 
framework of the house, the attic 
and crawl space. Pay special 
attention to cracks around doors 
and windows. Cold winter air can 
enter our home through these 
cracks and openings. Caulk and 
weather strip these areas to save 
energy and add comfort during 
the winter months. The weather 
stripping around doors not only 
prevents cold air from coming 
into the home, but will also keep 
out insects and pests that could 
otherwise invade our homes. 
Autumn is the best time to do 
insulating. Do not wait until it 
gets too cold to do these tasks. 

Yard - prepare by raking 
leaves and pruning trees and 
shrubs. Do not leave patio and 
law furniture outside. Move them 
into the basement or garage to 
prevent damage from the winter 
weather. When the temperatures 
drop below freezing, shut off 
sprinkler and other outside water 
systems. Store garden hoses in 
the garage or basement with tools 



that will not be needed during the 
winter months. 

Roof - check for loose or 
missing shingles and make any 
needed repairs. This will keep 
snow or wind from causing 
further damage to the roof. Clean 
out the gutters to remove dead 
leaves and debris. This will allow 
water to flow easily through the 
drain system. Examine the 
chimney to be sur it is secure and 
there are no loose bricks or 
mortar. Hire a chimney sweep to 
remove any buildup from the 
chimney, hearth and firebox. This 
should be done annually if the 
fireplace is used often to 
eliminate creosote buildup that 
will create a fire hazard. 

Fall and winter temperatures 
usually cause heat bills to 
increase. Before extremely cold 
weather, check the heating system 
including filters, pilot lights and 
burners. Finding a professional to 
clean and service the heating 
system early in the fall may save 
money by preventing problems 
that could arise later in the winter 
months. Vacuum the dust from 
heating vents, baseboards and 
cold-air return vents. Indoor 
pollutants from this dust buildup 
can cause illness during the cold 
weather. 

Take a closer look at smoke 
and carbon monoxide detectors. 
Test each one and replace 
batteries if needed. It is a good 
idea to do this the same weekend 
as daylight savings time ends. If 
you have a gas furnace or water 
heater, gas or kerosene space 
heater, fireplace or wood burning 
stove, be sure to have properly 
functioning detectors in these 
areas.

Diabetes education 
classes being offered 

in West Liberty 

November is American Diabe- 
tes Month, a month-long effort to 
raise awareness about the serious- 
ness of diabetes and the need to 
prevent complications associated 
with diabetes, such as heart dis- 
ease and stroke. Controlling dia- 
betes can prevent or delay com- 
plications. The National Diabetes 
Education Program (NDEP) has 
published 7 Principles for Con- 
trolling Your Diabetes for Life. 
The 7 principles are: Know which 
type of diabetes you have (there 
are 2 types: 1 and 2), Get regular 
care for your diabetes, Learn how 
to control your diabetes, Treat 
high blood sugar, Monitor your 
blood sugar level, Prevent and 
diagnose long-term diabetes prob- 
lems, and finally, Get checked for 
Long-term problems and treat 
them. 

Diabetes is common in Mor- 
gan County with 10.4% of the 
adult population with diabetes, 
one third not being diagnosed. 
This means 1 in 10 Morgan 
County residents has the disease. 
A major risk factor for the disease 
is inactivity, which 29.8% of 
Morgan County residents report 
no physical activity or exercise. 
Diabetes is a costly disease, cost- 
ing the nation nearly $132 billion 
a year. The average yearly health 
care cost for a person with diabe- 
tes was $13,243 in 2002, com- 
pared to $2,560 for a person with- 
out diabetes. 

While diabetes is common, 
serious, and costly, it can be con- 
trolled with good diabetes care 
and education. The Gateway Dis- 
trict Health Department is offer- 
ing diabetes education classes on 
November 27, 28, 29, from 1-3 
p.m., at the Morgan County Ex- 
tension Service. Topics include: 
What is Diabetes, Highs and 
Lows, Medications, Diet, Coping, 
and Prevention of Complications.

Farm Bureau says 
Big Oil is edging in 
on biofuel tax credit 

Larm Bureau and other agri- 
cultural groups fear that oil com- 
panies may take advantage of a 
tax credit meant to support the de- 
velopment of techniques for cre- 
ating biofuel from animal waste. 
“The 2005 Energy Policy Act 
created a $l-per-gallon credit to 
spur development of thermal de- 
polymerization, a new technol- 
ogy that uses heat, pressure, and 
water to turn animal wastes into 
boiler fuel,” writes Martin Ross 
of the Illinois Larm Bureau’s 
Larm Week. 

“However, some petroleum 
refiners have lobbied the U.S. 
Treasury Department to interpret 
credit eligibility to include con- 
ventional refinery operations,” 
writes Ross. “The American 
Larm Bureau Lederation argued 
such a move would be ‘counter- 
productive to the original intent 



of the tax credit.’” 

“Darryl Brinkmann, Illinois 
Larm Bureau director and Na- 
tional Biodiesel Board chairman, 
is concerned refiners could buy 
large volumes of oil and fats to 
add to petroleum merely to cap- 
ture the tax credit, potentially 
squeezing supplies and boosting 
feedstock prices for plants that 
produce only biofuels,” writes 
Ross. “That could threaten the 
economic survival of smaller 
plants, he warned.”

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Don’t write off garden 
vegetables yet 



The frost may be on the pump- 
kin, but with a few precautions 
there’s still time to enjoy the ben- 
efits of the garden well into fall 
and early winter. 

Plenty of fruits and vegetables 
enjoy a bit of a bite — in the air, 
that is. Cold weather crops such 
as broccoli, cauliflower, lettuce, 
Swiss chard and spinach will still 
do fine after a light freeze. For 
most plants, it isn’t the tempera- 
ture that is a problem at this time 
of year, but the frost itself. When 
the ice crystals form inside the 
plant cell they rupture the cell 
membranes, producing the char- 



acteristic frozen water soaked 
appearance. So protecting frost 
sensitive plants by covering the 
plants with a light blanket or 
plastic sheeting can extend the 
harvest for several more weeks. 

“You don’t have to keep those 
plants at 60 degrees, said John 
Strang, University of Kentucky 
Cooperative Extension horticul- 
ture professor. “You just have to 
keep them above freezing. So, if 
you have a blanket over top of 
the crop, weighted down on the 
edges, you’ve got thermal radia- 
tion coming off the soil that 
keeps the temperature just above 



freezing.” 

Pumpkins, winter squash and 
sweet potatoes should have been 
harvested already, as frost and 
low temperatures are detrimen- 
tal to their survival. But once off 
the vine, curing the vegetables 
for 10 days at room temperatures 
will help them keep longer. Cur- 
ing allows them to heal any 
wounds, such as a knick from 
pruning shears or a bruise from 
handling. Warmer inside tem- 
peratures will heal the wounds so 
microbes won’t infiltrate and 
cause them to rot. After curing, 
storage in a fairly dry basement 
at a temperature of 55 to 60 de- 
grees will allow these vegetables 
to store for many weeks. 

“You need to keep in mind 
that fruits and vegetables are 
alive,” Strang said. 



Once they’re removed from 
the mother plant, they no longer 
have the process of photosynthe- 
sis feeding them, so they survive 
on their reserves of carbohy- 
drates — the starches and sugars 
contained within the fruit or veg- 
etable. 

“It’s a kind of like if you 
skipped dinner for two weeks. 
What are you going to survive 
on? he said. 

Because the vegetables are 
alive, they are actually undergo- 
ing respiration, Strang said. Res- 
piration is the process by which 
carbohydrates are broken down 
to provide energy, releasing car- 
bon dioxide and water. And there 
are differences in respiration 
rates. 

Some things, such as aspara- 
gus, have a fast respiration rate, 



whereas onions and potatoes 
have a slower rate. Left at room 
temperature, the asparagus will 
not be worth eating in a few days, 
but the potatoes and onions will 
last much longer. 

Because of the difference in 
respiration rate, some varieties 
will last longer than others. 
Acorn squash will store for a 
month or two before it burns up 
its carbohydrates and becomes 
stringy. A storage squash called 
Gray Ghost will store until spring 
under the right conditions. 

Then there are crops that can 
be stored right in the garden. Car- 
rots will last until the ground 
freezes. In fact, the cold weather 
may actually make them a bit 
sweeter. Strang said that as long 
as there isn’t a deep freeze in 
Kentucky, potatoes can often be 



left in the ground for most of the 
winter. Sweet potatoes, on the 
other hand, should be dug up be- 
fore a hard freeze. If the end of a 
sweet potato freezes, it can’t seal 
itself off from microbes and it 
usually rots. However, Strang 
said, if you cut the frozen part off 
and leave the potato at room tem- 
perature, the plant will seal and 
store. 

“There’s an old wives’ tale 
that frozen sweet potatoes are 
poisonous,” he said. “They’re not 
poisonous. They just don’t 
store.”
